BRUSSELS, June 25.—John W. 
O’Leary, vice president of the Chi- 
cago Trust Co. and chairman of the

Her 
complaint included letters alleged 
to have been received by her hus- 
band, signed “Your little slave 
girl,” and containing affectionate 
terms and promises of marriage. 


Baron D’¥rlanger was the fourth 
husband of the one time Maryon 
Andrews of Virginia. She mar- 
mied Pedar Brugulere, millionaire, 
in 1902 and divorced him in Reno 
in 1909; married Stewart Denning 
of. New York within a year and 
divorced him in Reno in the fol- 
lowing year, and in 1918 married 
Peter Cooper Hewitt, inventor, and 
the grandson of Peter Cooper. 
Hewitt, who died in 1921, leaving 
her two-thirds of his fortune. This 
was reduced to one-third by her 
marriage to Baron D’Erlanger ip 
Paris in 1922. 

Early in 1924, the Baron adver- 
tised in newspapers that he no 
longer would be responsible for 
his wife’s debts.

penses of bringing the ,body here 
for burial,” the Rev. Kelly said. 

“He prayed and asked that I 
pray for him and his voice quiv- 
ered as he sobbed out his story. 
Finally he broke down and cried 
and, feeling sorry for him, IT sent 
him to the teacher of a Sunday 
School class of the church after

i had told him that I had no funds 
on hand to give him.

He said he 
would have an automobile cal! for 
me-and the singers and when it 
didn’t come I realized that he was 
a faker.” 

Also Called Undertaker. 

A. Ellis, head of the undertak- 
ing company, said the man calied 
him by telephone and asked that 
he meet an afternoon train from 
Louisville last Friday to get the 
body of his mother. Ellis said the 
man, who gave the name of J. R. 
Davis, wished to have the funeral 
services at the chapel. 

“T would have made more in- 
quiry about the man but I have a 
friend by that name and just sup- 
posed it was him,” Ellis said to- 
day. “I didn’t realize that the man 
was an impostor until we met the 
train on which the body was sup- 
posed to be,” he said. 


Ainong the ministers whe yield- 
ed to the man’s entreaties for 
money was the Rev. Edward 8. 
Travers, pastor of St. Peter’s Epis- 
copal Church, who left the city 
Monday on a vacation trip. Ar- 
rangements for funerals requested 
by the man were made by the 
Wagoner Undertaking Co., 3621 
Olive street, and Beiderwieden Un- 
dertaking Co., 1936 St. Louis ave- 
‘nue. However, both of these com- 
panies learned of the man’s tactics 
before going to the train to meet 
the body.

Sweetbreads and Mushrooms 
Bought on Convicts’ Account, - 
But They Don’t Get Them 


Vagaries of the Perguisite Revealed in State 
Official’s Draft on Penitentiary 
Commissary. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 25.— 


How a petty perquisite may be em- 
ployed to enhanee the emoluments 
of public service was disclosed by a 
personal check for $132 which Dr. 
Cortez F. Enloe, Director of Penal 


Institutions, and political tacti- 
cian of the Baker administra- 
tion, recently gave to the peniten- 
tiary auditor in payment of an 
overdraft on the _ prison’s com- 
misary.

New York Trade Board Wants 
Those Who Use Arms 
Locked Up for Life.

NEW YORK, June 25.—Stating 
that “crimes of violence are being 
committed with such regularity and 
utter disregard for law and order 
that the business man may well be 
concerned about his own safety 
and the lives of his employes and 
associates,” the Board of Trade 
and Transportation has adopted a 
resolution demanding life impris- 
onment for all criminals convicted 
of felonies in which a dangerous 


weapon is used. 

The resolution calis on the Gov- 
ernor and the Legislature to amend 
the law so as to make it manda- 
tory upon a Judge presiding at the 
trial of such a criminal to impose 
the extreme penalty in the event of 
conviction. 

President W. J. L. Benham, fol- 
lowing the reading and adoption 
/of the resolution, yesterday urged 
immediate action and declared “‘the 
situation is so grave that we should 
not delay in putting ourselves on 
record.”’ 

The resolution, while alleging 
the presence of a continuous crime 
wave in New York City, does not 
limit the condftions described to 
this city, but states that the gen- 
eral situation is such as to demand 
aggressive action.

ANNEXATION IS ADOPTED 


Y REPORT ON 


City Freeholders Tonight. to Oppose Plan 
That Would Not Give Them Equal Stand- 
ing on Three Permanent Committees. 


St. Louis County members of the 
Board of Freeholders, which is to 
draft ‘a plan of whole or partial 
merger of St. Louis and the coun- 
ty, would have the whiphand in the 
work under a majority report of a 
committee which is to be made at 
the board’s second meeting, at City 
Hall tonight. It is not unlikely this 
report will be adopted in spite of 
a minority report providing for 
equal representation of city ind 
county. 

Under the majority report the! 
county would have a majority on 


the three permanent committees 
that would be created and county 
freeholders would be chairmen of 
the two most important of these. 
The board chairman it names, for- 
mer City Counselor Henry 8. Caul- 
field, a city member, would have 
little power other than as presid- 
ing officer of meetings. 

The city has eight times the pop- 
ulation of the county, but each has 
the same number of freeholders 
on the board, there being nine from 
each side of the line. It has been 
made evident that the county 
members have had a well-prepared 
plan of action, while the city mem- 
bers made no advance preparation. 

Duty to Draft Plan. 

None of the county members ‘a- 
vors expansion of the city, nut 
most of them have said they might 
change their views if convinced cf 
the merits of expansion. Sever.il 
city members favor the idea, ut 
most of them have said they en- 
tered the task with open minds, 
The board's duty is to draft a plan 
and not to decide whether there 
shall be expansion. 

One of the nine city freeholders, 
Mrs. Ernest R. Kroeger, is in Eu- 
rope for the summer, so that the 
city group is outnumbered by “he 
county group, which makes it like- 
ly that the report giving the coun- 
ty the whiphand will be adopted to- 
night, though not without a strug- 
gle by city freeholders. However, 
the vote of all the other members 
‘was unanimous, at the first meet- 
ing, June 15. when a plan propose’ 
by the county group for appoint- 
ment of the Committee on. Perma- 
nent Organization, Order of Busi- 
ness and Rules of Procedure was 
presented. 

Former State Senator A. E. Ih 
Gardner, a county freeholder, has 
been a- guiding factor in the or- 
ganization of the board and the 
majority report of this committee, 
which is to be the report presented 
tonight. Fred Essen, Republican 
“hoss’’ of the county. another free- 
holder. has remained in the back- 
ground. These circumstances lend 
color to the belief that Essen and 
Gardner have patched their politi- 
cal quarre?in orderto fight annex- 
ation, although some persons be- 
lieve that secretly Essen would not 
object to annexation. 

The Organization Committce. 


Such were the factors in advance 
of the work of the Committee on 
Permanent Organization. The 
board accepted the county group’s 
proposal that Gardner and two oth- 
er county lawyers, Arthur V. Lash- 
ly and Joseph C. McAtee, outnum- 
ber the city members of this. com- 
mittee, former Circuit Judge Leo 8.

Chairman Rassieur drafted a 
comprehensive set of rules, leaving 
election of officers to the board and 
appointment of committee mem- 
bers to the chairman. He included 
full provision for parliamentary 
practice and an order of business. 
He submitted this to the committee 
and the county members requested 
that sufficiert copies be “typed for 
the committee members, byt with 
care not to make extra coples, 
which might go farther. 

Rassieur provided that each of 
the following committees should be 
composed of two county and two 
city members, to give equal repre- 
sentation to both political units: 
Scope and Plan, Adjustment of Re- 
lations, Form of Government, Mu- 
nicipalities, Public Buildings and 
Institutions, Public Utilities. Public 
Officers and Seat of Government, 


Schools, Police, Fire, Taxation, 
Public Improvements, Finance, 
Employes and Supplies, Phrase- 
ology. 


Draft Changed to Suit County. 
The county members went away 
with their copies of Rassieur’s 
draft and returned to a meeting 
Tuesday night with their own pro- 
posal, which embodied the partia- 
mentary and kindred details of the 
original draft, but changed the 
form of control entirely to the 
county's advantage. By virtue of 
its majority in the committee the 
county’s draft was adopted as the 
majority report, but Rassieur will 
submit his draft to the board to- 
night as a minority report and it 
is expected there will be some ef-' 
fort by city freeholders to uphold 
it.

Unlike these city freeholders, the 
county members of this committee 
have been in close touch with the 
expansion movement. 


For the Adjustment of Relations 
Commijtee, Lashly is named chair- 
man, with three other county free- 
holders, “Boss"’ Essen, Clarence L. 
Shotwell and Frank A. Thompson, 
and three city members, Lehmann, 
Rassieur and Hugh K. Wagner. All 
of these are lawyers except Essen, 
and most of them have given more 
or less attention to the expansion 
questjon.

A. R. Rutherford, trustee, 
show cause why he nies not be 
removed, Judge James has at his 
own instance, postponed other 
pending cases in order to get at the 
bottom of the Lewis tangle. 

Dr. J. Birdsall Banker, a leading 
citizen of Atascadero, where most 
of Lewis enterprises were, told of 
the “pitiful condition” in which 
hundreds of old men and women 
were left, after entrusting § their 
life savings to the promoter. 

“When Rutherford, represent- 
ing several Seattle creditors, came 
down to investigate,” the witness 
said, “he told me that he too 
wanted to put a stop to the whole- 
sale swindling and fraud by Lewis. 
He suggested that a creditors’ com- 
mittee of three disinterested men 
be formed to take charge of the 
matter. 

“IT knew that Lewis would bit- 
terly attack us if we started any- 
thing against him. Rutherford 
promised that Lewis’ newspaper 
in Atascadero would be suppressed. 
So we went ahead in our endeavor 
to stop the notorious swindling 
scheme, but the paper has never 
been suppressed.”’ 

Dr. Banker related how Lewis, 
through his paper “told his fol- 
lowers that we ought to be run out 
of town on a rail, and that the gov- 
ernment had a way of standing 
traitors like us up before a firing 
squad.” 

Land With Only $750,000. 

The physician testified that in- 
stead of the 15,000 acres compris- 
ing the Atascadero Estates, Incor- 
porated, being worth eight million 
dollars, as Lewis had asserted, the 
land was not worth more than
